WHO WAS TO BLAME! 
A few days ago J noticed in a pa­ 
yer an account of the trial and con­ 
viction of a man for a heinous crime. 
I 
had 
know that -man years ago 
■when we were attending our first 
•school. He was the son of a man 
whose standing in 
the community 
-was extremely bad. 
The 
boy 
had 
i n Avn nothing but hard knocks from 
Sns infancy. He was shy and timid 
and shrank from bis fellows as from 
aortal enemies. He was laughed ai I 
pupils and humiliated 
in every possible manner and made 
to feel that there was no such thing 
as friendship in the world. He grew 
to manhood 
with that feeling pre­ 
dominating and when he went out 
into the world it was to him only 
the facing of mortal enemies. With 
life meant nothing but bitter 
warfare with his fellows. If lo* could 
'Prey upon society, it wa* nothing 
wore than a squaring co accounts 
$ot the indignities he received. This 
bitterness grew into open hostility 
and one act of lawlessness followed 
another until 
it 
ended 
as 
stated 
above. After all, when the books are 
^ e n e d at the great final judgment, 
will the account between this man 
and society lack much of balancing.

Utilizing Oklahoma Salt. 


Prof. Gould, director of the Okla­ 
homa geological survey, visited the 
big salt plain of -Alfalfa county not 
long ago with a view to the location 
r f a salt plant there. There are sev 
en salt plains in Western Oklahoma 
but the one in Alfalfa county is the 
largest oi a!!. lr Is twelve miles long 
and seven wide, irregularly oval in 
shape. It is as flat as a floor, its 
surface is hard and firm as an as­ 
phalt street and under ordinary 
dilions it is covered 
con- 
with a white 
incrustation of salt crystals render­ 
ing it as white as snow. After a rain 
these crystals are melted and the 
surface of the plain is red. If a hole 
is dug into fthe plain in ten minutes 
it. fills up with strong salt brine 
The amount -cf this is inexhaustible 
tor all practical purposes. ‘ 
Professor Gould ‘believes that with­ 
in a few years, this plain will be­ 
come very valuable. 
The first plant 
to be located there will control the 
"alt trade of Oklahoma. 


STONE OEI LAKED FREE 
PAPERS CITY KILLE KS 
Pointer Wants Damages to the Tune 
Of 
IHM). 
Oklahoma City, Jan. 25.—The Tuck­ 
er bi otuers, publishing a free after­ 
noon newspaper, iast evening sued 
G. B. 
Stone, 
ex-president 
of 
the 
chamber of commerce for $25,000. 
Monday, Stone authority on public­ 
ity, declared free newspapers a nui­ 
sance; that they prevented real news 
papers from doing their duty; that 
a city 
supporting free newspapers 
was recognized as a city well along 
toward killing itself. It is alleged 
Stone’s prestige caused a loss of $25,- 
000 to them. Stone is the greatest 
leader of Oklahoma City and wa3 
considered the greatest city builder 
in the entire Southwest. His con­ 
tection is that a city has no repu­ 
tation or prestige outside of limits 
only through its newspapers.
